ARTICLE  1.    To  hear  and  act  on  Committee  Reports.

ARTICLE  6.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,000.00;  said  money  to  be  taken  from  the  surplus  account  of  the  Electric  Light  Dept.,  to  i-ebuild  a  three-phase  primary 
line  on  So.  Main  St.,  to  increase  its  current  carrying  capacity. 

ARTICLE  7.  On  petition  of  the  Fire  Chief,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $19,500.00, 
said  money  to  be  used  to  purchase  and  equip  a  new  750  G.P.M.  Class  A  Pumper  to  replace  Engine  1,  which  is  twenty-five 
years  old.  Said  money  to  be  raised  in  the  following  way:  $4,500.00  to  be  assessed  against  this  year's  tax  rate,  and  $15,000.00 
to  be  bonded  at  $3,000.00  per  year  for  5  years,  making  a  total  of  $19,500.00:  and  to  have  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
Modei'ator,  consisting  of  five  members.  One  from  the  Board  of  Slectmen,  one  from  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Fire  Chief, 
and  two  other  members  of  the  Fire  Dept.,  to  purchase  and  equip  a  new  750  G.P.M.  Class  A  Pumper  for  the  Fire  Dept. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $1,100.00  which,  together  with  the  exchange 
value  of  the  present  1955  Ford  Police  Car,  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Police  Cruiser  for  the  use  of  the  Police 
Department,  to  be  purchased  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  provided  in  the  By-laws,  in  agreement  with  the  Chief  of  Police. 

ARTICLE  9.  On  petition  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $670.00,  to 
be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  agreeable  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  two-way  radio,  police 
roof-light,  and  siren,  all  to  be  equipped  with  the  12-volt  system  consistent  with  the  new  cruiser  equipment,  and  authorizing 
the  Police  Department  to  install  the  present  radio  in  the  Town  Ambulance.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


The  Flint  Public  Library  is  now  open  two  days  a  week  instead 
of  three  days  as  in  the  past. 

Tuesday  2:00  to  9:00 
Friday        2:00  to  9:00 

This  change  was  made  so  that  it  would  be  possible  for  both  high 
school  and  grade  school  pupils  to  use  the  library  at  the  close  of 
school.  In  order  to  add  only  three  hours  to  the  schedule,  it  was 
necessary  to  close  on  Saturday,  when  few  people  used  the  library. 

Sometime  ago  it  was  decided  to  limit  the  number  of  new  books 
loaned  to  each  person  to  one  fiction  and  one  non-fiction,  so  that  all 
adults  using  the  library  would  have  an  equal  opportunity  to  read  the 
new  books.  There  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  in  regard  to 
the  need  for  this.  The  budget  of  a  small  library  is  not  large  and  has 
to  be  used  for  books  suitable  for  five  reading  ages;  grades  1-3,  4-6, 
7-9,  high  school,  and  adults.  A  few  of  the  many  interests  that  must 
be  considered  within  these  groups  are:  biography,  history,  literature, 
science,  novels,  mysteries,  westerns,  light  romance,  and  historical 
novels.  It  should  be  clear  that  not  too  many  books  for  any  one  group 
of  readers  can  be  purchased  each  month. 

Exhibits  of  hobby  collections,  well  labeled  and  arranged  by  young 
people,  have  been  shown  in  the  balcony,  where  at  the  same  time  books 
relating  to  the  exhibits  have  been  placed.  Some  work  has  been  started 
with  the  school.  The  first  exhibit  was  shown  during  Children's  Book 
Week  in  October,  when  new  children's  books  were  on  view  in  the 
Children's  Room.  At  this  time  six  classes  came  from  the  school  to 
visit  the  balcony  and  get  acquainted  with  the  library.  The  junior  high 
school  classes  have  been  shown  how  to  use  the  catalog  and  the 
reference  tools.  In  November  the  first  three  grades,  one  class  each 
week,  started  to  come  to  the  library  for  a  story  hour.  The  loan  of 
books  to  classrooms  was  resumed. 

In  May  the  Historical  Society  had  an  Open  House  Day.  The 
Library,  as  the  starting  point  for  the  tour,  was  open  for  the  sale  of 
tickets.  Nearly  two  hundred  visitors,  including  many  former  residents, 
signed  the  Library  Register.  The  Society  has  continued  to  show 
articles  which  were  or  might  have  been  used  in  Middleton  in  the  past. 

Improvements  have  been  made  both  inside  and  outside  the 
Library.  A  rug  and  table  were  replaced  in  the  Trustees  Room  to  make 
it  more  attractive  as  an  Adult  Reading  lioom.  The  extra  table  and 
new  chairs  have  been  added  to  the  Children's  Room  to  meet  the 
increased  use  there.  A  new  stair  carpet  is  the  first  step  toward  making

the  balcony  more  attractive.  The  front  of  the  building  was  sand- 
blasted and  pointed  up  to  stop  a  rather  serious  leakage  of  water  to 
the  interior  walls.  As  this  prevented  unnecessary  repairs  to  the 
interior,  it  is  hoped  that  the  same  treatment  may  be  completed  on 
the  sides  of  the  building. 

Mrs.  Katherine  Fairbanks  and  Mrs.  Laurel  Oliver  have  worked 
at  the  library  during  the  year.  Mrs.  Fairbanks  has  been  in  charge  of 
the  exhibits. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Trustees  during  the  year  has  been  greatly 
appreciated.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Middleton: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submits  its  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956.  Regular  meetings  of  the 
Board  have  been  held  every  Tuesday  evening  at  8  P.M.  in  Memorial 
Hall.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  Town  has  brought  with  it  multiple 
problems  and  activities  necessitating  many  special  meetings  and 
conferences  with  other  municipal  departments  and  boards. 

The  Town  can  well  be  proud  of  the  splendid  foresight  and  achieve- 
ment of  the  Planning  Board  in  bringing  about  the  enactment  of  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  prepared  by  them,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Consulting  Engineer,  Allen  Benjamin,  which  were  adopted  by  the 
Town  on  March  15,  1955.  In  keeping  pace  with  the  development  and 
growth  of  the  Town,  these  By-Laws  will  serve  to  insure  a  proper, 
orderly  and  beneficial  development  of  the  Town,  and  will  tend  to 
conserve  the  value  of  land  and  buildings;  to  encourage  the  most 
appropriate  use  thereof;  and  to  facilitate  adequate  provision  for 
water,  sewerage,  and  other  public  requirements. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  witnessed  the  advent  of  several 
substantial  business  enterprises,  including  the  Drive-in  Theater, 
Santa's  Lookout,  "Stop'n  Sock"  Driving  Range,  the  Trucking  Terminal, 
the  new  Middleton  Square  Package  Store,  all  located  on  Route  114; 
and  the  Mother  Goose  Nursery  School  on  Maple  Street. 

In  order  to  curtail  and  correct  the  hazardous  traffic  conditions 
on  East  Street,  and  to  eliminate  the  confusion  in  the  vicinity  of 
Thunder  Bridge,  caused  in  large  measure  by  the  non-resident  visitors, 
the  Board,  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
banned  parking  of  vehicles  on  both  sides  of  East  Street,  and  provided 
adequate  police  protection  during  the  summer  months. 

The  Board,  together  with  the  Highway  Surveyor,  held  several 
conferences  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  resulting  in  an 
agreement  to  redesign  the  proposed  reconstruction  of  Peabody  Street 
Bridge  at  considerable  savings  to  the  Town. 

On  November  20,  1956,  the  Governor's  Councillors'  Award  for 
Traffic  Safety  v/as  awarded  to  the  Town  through  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  Chief  of  Police. 

In  an  effort  to  establish  a  fair  and  equitable  value  of  the  realty 
in  the  Town,  the  Board,  in  collaboration  with  the  Board  of  Assessors, 
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has  appointed  a  revaluation  committee  to  conduct  a  survey  and  make 
a  study  of  the  problem,  and  to  submit  their  report  and  recom- 
mendations for  the  consideration  of  the  Town. 

In  order  to  provide  a  solution  to  meet  the  seriousness  of  the 
Town's  water  problem,  the  inadequacy  of  which  was  clearly  set  forth, 
in  -detail,  in  the  Report  of  the  Planning  Board  in  the  Town  Report 
of  1950,  this  Board  sponsored  an  Article  creating  a  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  to  be  elected  at  the  next  Town  Election. 

Realizing  the  necessity  for  Industry  which  would  insure  the 
needed  economic  balance  that  would  bring  a  stable  tax  rate  and  afford 
relief  to  the  home  owners  and  otherwise  promote  the  general  welfare 
of  the  Town,  this  Board  has  corresponded  with  Cabot,  Cabot  and 
Forbes,  Inc.,  and  has  conducted  a  sui-vey  of  the  Town  with  a  repre- 
sentative of  R.  M.  Bradley  Co. 

In  its  capacity  as  the  Board  of  Health,  this  Board  has  met  with 
the  Planning  Board  and  has  amended  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
the  Board  of  Health  relative  to  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  to  insure 
the  sanitation  and  health  of  the  Community. 

'  The  Board  of  Health  conducted  a  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  Program 
successfully  administered  by  its  Health  Agent,  in  collaboration  with 
the  School  Authorities. 

In  a  recent  report  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce 
on  the  Town  of  Middleton,  based  on  a  survey  of  79  municipalities  in 
Massachusetts  with  a  population  of  2,500  to  5,000,  the  average  per 
capita  tax  levy  was  $83.22  as  compared  with  $69.96  for  the  Town  of 
Middleton.  This  survey  further  revealed  that  our  departmental 
expenditures  are  below  average  for  towns  in  this  population  group. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  deep  appreciation  for  the  assist- 
ance, cooperation  and  devotion  to  public  service  given  so  generously 
by  the  department  heads,  by  the  members,  officers  and  citizens  of 
the  Town.

Herewith  is  submitted  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

During  the  year,  Primary  Lines  were  extended  on  East  Street, 
South  Main  Street,  North  Liberty  Street,  Lake  view  Road  and 
Wennerberg  Avenue. 

The  Power  Line  purchased  from  the  Town  of  Danvers  has  been 
converted  to  our  use  on  Maple  Street. 

A  section  of  the  Sub- Station  was  remodeled  and  a  bank  of 
voltage  regulators  installed  as  part  of  the  conversion  to  a  3  phase 
4160  volt  system. 

A  new  line  truck  was  purchased  and  has  been  equipped  with  an 
Aerial  Ladder. 

Street  Lighting  was  installed  on  Curtis  &  Phaneuf  Avenues. 

Primary  lines  were  extended  to  the  new  Santa's  Lookout  and  two 
25  K.V.A.  transformers  installed. 

Poles  were  relocated  on  Essex  Street  to  conform  with  the  Chapter 
90  Road  Construction. 

A  Street  Light  Patrol  has  been  inaugurated  for  one  night  a  week, 
which  has  proven  to  be  a  better  street  light  service. 

33  Customers'  Services  were  converted  from  120v  to  240v. 

11  Temporary  Services  were  constructed. 

45  New  240  volt  services  were  connected. 

During  the  year,  we  purchased  5,590,237  KWH  of  Electric  Energy 
at  a  cost  of  $88,536.38,  which  is  an  increase  of  286,446  KWH  over  the 
previous  year.  Our  line  losses  were  10.3%  or  1.5%  less  than  the  last 
year. 

Transformer  capacities  were  increased  at  several  locations  to 
take  care  of  increased  demands. 

We,  the  Board  of  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  various  Town  Departments  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  year.

I  hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

The  Fire  Department  is  a  call  force,  consisting  of  a  Chief, 
Deputy  Chief,  Captain,  three  Lieutenants  and  twenty-six  Privates, 
making  a  total  of  thirty-two  men.

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We  now  record  ail  calls  received  on  the  Fire  Department  tele- 
phone. This  system  started  on  September  27,  1956,  and  through 
December  31,  1956,  302  calls  were  received.  I  believe  that  calls 
including  Fire,  Fire  Permits,  Information,  etc.,  will  approximate  1200 
calls  per  year.  However,  we  will  have  a  complete  record  for  the  year 
1957. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  again  expanded  our  Fire  Alarm 
System.  We  have  installed  wires  on  Maple  Street,  Essex  Street,  North 
Main  Street  and  DeBush  Avenue. 

Also,  during  the  past  year  a  drill  school  was  conducted  by  the 
officers  of  the  Department  on  Monday  evenings.  Specialists  from 
outside  departments  were  brought  in  on  such  hpases  as  Bescue, 
Safety,  Handling  of  Ladders,  Pump  Operation,  etc.  The  men  responded 
to  this  activity,  and  were  intensely  interested.  It  proved  interesting 
and  constructive.  It  will  be  continued  in  the  future. 

The  Fire  Department  assisted  during  several  storms,  furnishing 
lighting  equipment  to  assist  the  Electric  Light  Dept.  in  repairing 
wires  at  night. 

We  have  completed  our  radio  system,  and  are  more  than  pleased 
with  the  part  it  plays  in  providing  greater  efficiency. 

I  mentioned  in  my  report  last  year  that  Engine  I  was  getting 
old.  This  year  it  will  be  25  years  old.  This  is  the  largest  pump  we  have 
for  first  line  fire  fighting,  being  of  500  gallon  per  minute  capacity. 
This  year  I  have  asked  for  a  750  gallon  per  minute,  Class  A,  pumper, 
to  replace  it.  I  have  talked  with  a  representative  of  the  New  England 
Fire  Insurance  Rating  Bureau,  and  they  will  give  no  credit  for  any- 
thing over  20  year  of  age.  I  feel  that  due  to  rising  costs,  we  should 
purchase  this  apparatus  this  year,  or  plan  to  spend  approximately 
$2500  on  the  old  engine,  to  get  it  in  good  shape,  and  we  will  still 
not  get  any  credit  for  it. 

I  am  again  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  the  citizens 
of  the  Town,  my  officers,  and  men,  for  their  cooperation,  during  the 
past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REGIONAL  DISTRICT 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Boxford,  Middleton  and  Topsfield: 

On  October  Ist,  1956  following  many  months  of  careful  research 
and  planning,  the  nine-member  Regional  School  District  Planning 
Board  set  forth  its  findings  and  recommendations  for  the  consideration 
of  the  voting  citizens  in  the  towns  of  Boxford,  Middleton  and  Tops- 
field.  An  overwhelming  majority  in  each  of  the  three  towns  voted  in 
favor  of  the  recommended  regional  plan. 

Directly  following  the  October  Special  Town  ^Meetings  each 
member  town's  moderator  re-appointed  the  same  members  of  the 
team  previously  known  as  the  Regional  District  School  Planning 
Committee  to  the  Int-erim  Regional  District  School  Committee,  which 
is  to  continue  the  activities  until  the  Regular  Committee  is  elected  at 
the  March  Town  Meeting. 

In  the  ensuing  four  months  this  Regional  Committee  covered  a 
great  amount  of  work  —  detailed  in  nature,  wide  in  scope  and  with 
considerable  speed,  in  \iew  of  the  needs  for  which  the  program  is 
intended. 

This  writing  affords  the  member  towns  a  brief  accounting  of  the 
progress  made  to  date. 

To  provide  for  proper  legal  protection  of  all  activities,  the 
Committee  early  decided  to  employ  a  legal  counsel  experienced  in  the 
field  of  regional  school  affairs. 

To  assist  in  keeping  the  records  of  the  meetings  and  to  carry  on 
the  necessary  correspondence  promptly,  the  services  of  a  stenographer 
were  acquired. 

Because  of  the  many  ramifications  involved  in  the  initial  planning, 
it  was  necessary  for  the  nine-member  committee  to  handle  certain 
parts  of  the  program  through  sub-committees.  A  sub-committee  was 
appointed  to  develop  the  educational  needs  of  the  program,  draft 
administrational  and  educational  specifications,  and  to  carry  on  the 
necessary  conferences  with  the  Department  of  Education  and  other 
educational  leaders. 

Superintendents  .Johnson,  Dower,  and  Smith  of  the  three  member 
towns  are  contributing  invaluably  to  this  committee.  A  Site  Committee 
responsible  for  a  thorough  study  of  every  possible  school  site  was 
appointed  to  carry  on  this  work.  Thirteen  site  studies  were  carefully 
investigated  and  sur\-eyed  by  the  committee.  During  the  last  week  in 
January  of  1957  an  option  on  the  property  presently  owned  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Frederick  H.  iMcComiskey  on  Endicott  Street  in  Boxford 
was  executed. 

In  terms  of  location  this  site  is  ideally  situated,  being  near  where 
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the  three  towns  meet.  The  approaches  from  all  directions  are  good. 
Access  to  the  town  water  of  Topsfield,  which  is  very  close,  is  thus 
obtained,  and  its  use  will  provide  an  adequate  supply  of  water  and 
will  materially  reduce  the  cost  of  fire  insurance.  The  land  is  virtually 
clear  of  obstructions  and  the  terrain  is  such  that  it  will  lend  itself 
well  to  the  location  of  a  proper  school  building. 

After  interviewing  a  considerable  number  of  architects,  the  firm 
of  Rich  and  Tucker  Associates  of  Boston  was  selected  to  perform  the 
architectural  services.  The  Committee's  preliminary  discussions  with 
the  architects  have  led  it  to  believe  that  a  school  building  meeting 
the  educational  needs  of  the  district  will  result. 

Interviews  have  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  engineering 
survey  and  test  boring  services.  These  services  must  be  accomplished 
prior  to  architectural  sketches.  By  the  time  this  report  is  in  your 
hands  this  stage  of  the  work  will  have  been  finished,  and  the  archi- 
tectural sketches  should  be  nearly  completed. 

The  planning  aid  money,  appropriated  at  the  October  1,  1956 
Special  Town  Meetings,  totaling  $55,500.00,  has  been  received  and 
deposited  in  the  District's  account.  Of  this  amovmt  the  Committee  has 
invested  $40,000.00  in  90-day  U.S.  Treasury  Bills  at  a  yield  in  excess 
of  3%.  Until  certain  known  expenditures  become  due^  it  is  felt  that  a 
portion  of  the  district's  account  should  be  invested  in  this  manner  in 
order  to  realize  earnings. 

In  its  quest  of  a  name  for  the  school  district  the  Committee  had 
extended  discussions  and  a  number  of  names  were  considered.  To 
achieve  a  name  that  had  a  meaning  for  the  three  towns  was  somewhat 
difficult.  However,  upon  searching  the  historical  background  of  the 
towns  it  was  found  that  an  Indian  sagamore,  at  the  time  of  settlement, 
held  claim  to  the  lands  of  all  three  towns.  Hence,  the  name  of  that 
Indian  chief  or  sagamore,  "Masconomet,"  was  chosen. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  and  thanks  to 
all  the  citizens  and  ofiicials  of  the  three  towns  who  have  been  most 
generous  and  helpful  to  the  Committee  in  assisting  it  in  carrying 
on  its  work.

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COMMUNITY  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

The  Community  Nurse  was  hired  in  August,  1956  to  provide 
nursing  services  to  the  townspeople  and  the  school  children  with 
money  appropriated  by  the  town  for  these  purposes  and  supplemented 
by  Middleton  Community  Services,  Inc.  These  services  are  available 
to  all  residents  of  Middleton.  Those  desiring  nursing  care  and  advice 
may  reach  the  Community  Nurse,  Mrs.  Irene  Richmond,  at  SP  4- 
4105,  between  the  hours  of  8:30  to  9:30  A.  M.  and  12:30  to  1:30  P.  M. 
at  her  office  in  the  Howe-Manning  School  Clinic. 

After  the  first  two  home  visits,  the  Community  Nurse  may  at- 
tend a  patient  when  directed  by  the  family  physician.  Mothers  with 
new-born  babies  are  entitled  to  a  free  home  visit.  Conferences  with 
the  nurse  for  expectant  mothers  have  been  scheduled  to  supplement 
their  regular  monthly  visit  to  their  doctor.  Further  service  to  the 
townspeople  will  be  provided  by  a  Well  Baby  Clinic  with  a  pediatrician 
in  attendance,  to  start  in  the  near  future. 

The  Community  Nursing  Program  is  supported  in  part  by  public 
contributions.  For  those  who  are  able  to  pay,  the  fee  of  $1.00  per 
home  visit  has  been  set  to  help  defray  expenses.  The  Medical  Ad- 
visory Board  consists  of  the  following  members:

REPORT  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF 
THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


Your  Finance  Committee  hereby  submits  its  report  and  recom- 
mendations for  the  1957  budget.  Each  item  has  been  thoroughly 
investigated  and  has  received  serious  consideration.  The  requests,  in 
many  cases,  were  higher  than  last  year's  figures  but  our  discussions 
with  department  heads  indicates  that  there  is  a  sincere  effort  to  keep 
expenses  to  a  minimum. 

The  money  you  townspeople  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  at  the 
Town  Meeting  must,  in  large  measure,  be  assessed  against  real  estate, 
and  like  it  or  not,  your  Finance  Committee  is  obliged  to  consider 
this  fact  when  we  are  asked  to  recommend  appropriations  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  running  the  town  as  efficiently  and  economically  as 
possible. 

The  recommended  budget  amounts  to  $410,787.12.  This  sum  is 
approximately  $41,000  more  than  the  appropriations  of  1956.  The 
recommended  articles  in  the  warrant  reduce  this  sum  by  $10,495.50. 
This  leaves  a  net  increase  of  approximately  $31,500.00. 

With  the  same  careful  management  exhibited  in  the  past,  we  are 
sure  that  the  cost  of  operating  the  town  can  be  held  within  the 
recommended  budget.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Middleton  the  school  committee 
submits  herewith  its  annual  report. 

Again  this  year,  the  local  committee  has  been  concerned  with 
the  spiraling  costs  of  education  and  the  resultant  burden  on  the  local 
taxpayers.  Although  this  trend  is  nationwide,  we  have  done  our 
utmost  to  spend  wisely  and  to  keep  local  costs  at  a  minimum.  How- 
ever, we  too  are  caught  in  this  ever-upward  spiral  and  factors  beyond 
our  control  make  for  increased  per  pupil  costs  in  order  to  maintain 
a  good  standard  of  education. 

The  serious  matter  of  teacher  turnover  during  the  past  few  years 
is  not  peculiar  to  Middleton  alone  but  it  is  of  real  concern  to  us. 
The  factors  of  teacher  supply  and  demand  are  making  this  a  national 
school  committee  problem.  Our  committee  has  considered  carefully 
what  other  factors  contribute  to  this  problem  locally.  Again,  most  of 
the  reasons  for  turnover  in  our  system  are  beyond  our  control.  Our 
geographic  location,  cupid,  the  stork^  and  salary  have  all  played  a 
part  in  the  situation.  We  are  aware  of  the  importance  of  continuity 
for  a  good  educational  system.  With  this  in  mind,  we  have  adopted 
a  new  salary  schedule  with  features  that  we  hope  will  make  it 
attractive  for  a  teacher  to  continue  to  teach  in  Middleton  beyond  her 
first  or  second  years.  The  new  schedule  has  increased  the  minimum 
salary  from  $3,000  to  $3,200.  It  has  also  changed  the  flat  $200  yearly 
increment  to  successive  annual  increments  of  $200,  $300,  and  $400. 
Thus,  an  inexperienced  teacher  coming  into  our  system  and  earning 
tenure  is  assured  of  starting  her  fourth  year  of  teaching  in  our 
system  at  a  salary  of  at  least  $4,100  and  will  enjoy  increases  of  $200 
per  year  each  year  thereafter  to  maximum.  This  year  for  the  first 
time,  in  revising  our  salary  schedule,  each  teacher  already  in  our 
school  was  placed  where  he  or  she  belonged  on  the  salary  scale.  This 
phase  of  salary  revision  is  long  past  due  here.  The  committee  felt 
that  with  seven  new  teachers  and  with  comparatively  few  veterans 
this  was  the  year  to  m.ake  the  change  with  the  least  burden  to  the 
local  taxpayers.  Provisions  have  been  made  for  teachers  with 
experience  outside  of  our  ssytem  to  come  in  on  scale  which  should 
make  it  easier  to  recruit  good  experienced  teachers. 
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Next  September  will  see  our  freshman,  sophomore,  and  junior 
high  school  pupils  going  to  Salem  High  School  on  a  tuition  basis  with 
only  our  senior  pupils  continuing  at  Danvers  High.  We  have  known 
for  some  time  that  Danvers  enrollments  weer  such  that  they  would 
no  longer  be  able  to  accept  our  high  school  pupils.  We  feel  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  send  our  pupils  to  Salem  for  the  next  year  or  two. 
Although  we  are  confident  that  this  temporary  arrangement  should 
work  out  very  well,  there  undoubtedly  will  be  many  individual  adjust- 
ments to  be  made.  We  ask  of  both  the  parents  and  high  school  pupils 
their  utmost  cooperation  in  making  the  transition  a  smooth  one. 
We  plan  to  arrange  meetings  where  both  parents  and  high  school 
pupils  can  become  better  acquainted  with  the  offerings  of  Salem  High 
School. 

Many  other  phases  of  our  committee's  work  are  dealt  with 
adequately  in  the  attached  school  reports  which  we  hope  you  will 
read  carefully. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Dower;  our  Principal, 
Mr.  Port;  our  faithful  teachers,  supervisors,  custodians,  and  cafeteria 
workers  for  their  cooperation  and  layalty  during  the  past  year.  We 
should  also  like  to  thank  at  this  time,  Mr.  Muzichuk  and  his  bus 
drivers  for  the  efficient  and  conscientious  performance  of  their  duties.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Middleton  School  Committee: 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  the  Middleton  Public  School  System. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Since  January  1,  1956,  the  Town  of  Middleton  has  had  its  own 
separate  School  Department.  This  action  was  brought  about  by  decree 
of  the  State  Department  of  Education  following  petitions  of  the 
Towns  of  Tewksbury  and  Middleton  to  dissolve  the  then  existing 
school  union.  In  granting  the  dissolution,  the  State  Department 
decreed  that  Middleton  must  appoint  a  full-time  Superintendent  of 
Schools  together  with  a  teaching  principal.  The  undersigned  has  been 
serving  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  since  the  authorization  of  a 
separate  school  department. 

In  order  to  more  fully  comply  with  the  decree  of  the  State 
Department,  George  E.  Port,  Jr.,  teacher  of  Science  and  Guidance,^ 
was  appointed  to  the  teaching  principal  post  in  the  Spring  of  this- 
past  year  and  provisions  were  made  in  September  to  free  him  from 
some  of  his  teaching  duties  to  be  able  to  devote  more  time  to  the 
administrative  responsibilities  of  his  new  position.  Mr.  Port  retained 
his  responsibilities  as  Guidance  Director  and  Audio-Visual  Aids 
Director  and  a  report  on  these  activities  is  rendered  as  a  portion  of 
his  report  which  is  printed  elsewhere. 

Since  becoming  a  separate  school  system,  Middleton  has  joined 
the  New  England  School  Development  Council.  This  professional 
organization  with  headquarters  in  Cambridge  is  composed  of  towns 
and  cities  throughout  New  England  who  have  banded  together  with 
the  principal  aim  being  the  improvement  of  school  systems  through 
cooperative  study  and  self-evaluation.  The  Middleton  School  Depart- 
ment receives  publications  on  all  phases  of  school  life  and  participates 
in  surveys  administered  by  the  Council. 

SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

Like  all  other  communities  throughout  the  nation,  Middleton  has 
been  forced  to  take  action  concerning  the  problem  of  housing  its 
school  children.  Positive  action  on  the  question  of  housing  the  elemen- 
tary school  population  was  taken  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  in 
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March  when  a  proposed  six-room  addition  to  the  Howe-Manning 
School  was  voted.  Constraction  on  this  new  wing  has  begun  and 
completion  is  looked  for  before  the  opening  of  school  in  the  Fall  of 
1957.  The  completion  of  this  wing  will  not  com.e  any  too  soon.  A  class- 
room has  been  located  in  the  gymnasium  for  the  past  three  school 
years.  This  class  can  be  moved  to  a  classroom  thus  freeing  the 
gjTnnasium  for  physical  education  classes  for  the  lower  grades  and 
use  for  rehearsals  for  school  events  such  as  pageants,  assemblies  and 
graduation  exercises.  Present  pre-schcol  census  reports  indicate  the 
possibility  of  a  third  first  grade  class  in  September  1957  thus 
necessitating  the  use  of  another  room.  More  positive  information 
concerning  this  problem,  will  be  available  after  the  pre-school  regis- 
tration for  first  grade  which  takes  place  each  Spring.  It  ^^dll  now  be 
possible  to  have  the  school  library  moved  into  a  classroom  where  it 
can  form  the  background  for  a  reading  center  super\*ised  by  the 
reading  super\"isor  who  now  is  teaching  in  a  converted  teachers'  rest 
room.  State  law  now  states  that  towns  and  cities  in  Massachusetts 
having  five  or  more  pupils  in  need  of  special  help  to  prepare  them 
for  the  life  that  lies  ahead  of  them  must  receive  specialized  training. 
This  will  necessitate  the  use  of  still  another  classroom.  Finally, 
another  classroom  teacher  must  be  added  at  the  Sixth  Grade  level  as 
there  are  now  two  Fifth  Grade  classes  this  year  as  compared  to  one 
Sixth  Grade  and  a  combination  class  housing  Sixth  and  Seventh 
Grades. 

The  Howe-Manning  School,  with  the  new  wing  com.pleted,  will 
house  twenty  classrooms.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  School  Depart- 
ment's long  range  planning  which  calls  for  the  Howe-Manning  School 
to  be  a  Grade  One  through  Grade  Six  elementally  school  with  three 
classrooms  at  a  grade  level  and  with  two  special  purpose  rooms,  one 
of  which  will  house  the  school  library. 

Positive  action  has  been  taken  during  the  past  year  by  the  three 
to\vns  of  Boxford,  Middleton  and  Topsfield  toward  the  formation  of 
a  regional  high  school  district.  Present  plans  call  for  a  six  year 
high  school.  This  \yil\  alleviate  conditions  at  the  Howe-Manning  in 
that  Grades  Seven  and  Eight  will  be  eventually  placed  in  the 
regional  high  school.  The  new  wing  of  the  Howe-Manning  School  will 
take  care  of  this  segment  of  the  school  population  until  the  regional 
high  school  is  completed. 

The  success  of  the  regional  high  school  plan  was  assured  in  the 
TowTi  of  Middleton  because  of  the  threat  of  exclusion  of  Middleton 
high  school  pupils  at  Danvers  High  School  due  to  increasing  enroll- 
ments at  that  institution.  Because  of  this  situation,  the  Middleton 
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School  Committee  petitioned  the  Salem  School  Committee  for  entrance 
at  Salem  High  School  beginning  in  the  Fall  of  1957  for  freshmen, 
sophomore  and  junior  classes.  This  action  must  be  looked  upon  as 
only  a  temporary  arrangement  until  the  regional  high  school  becomes 
an  actuality. 

CURRICULUM 

An  evaluation  of  the  arithmetic  program  was  carried  on  by  the 
teachers  at  the'  Howe-Manning  School  during  the  past  year.  This  work 
was  done  during  the  one-afternoon  a  month  sessions  when  the 
children  were  dismissed  at  noon  so  that  the  teachers  might  devote 
their  full  efforts  to  this  work.  As  a  result,  for  the  first  time,  a 
complete  program  in  this  subject  matter  area  has  been  completed  and 
printed  for  the  use  of  all  teachers.  In  addition,  a  series  of  arithmetic 
textbooks  have  been  purchased  and  most  closely  approach  the  aims 
and  objectives  outlined  by  the  faculty  as  a  result  of  the  year's  study. 

This  year's  workshops  comprise  faculty  research  and  investi- 
gation in  the  fields  of  science,  social  studies  and  language  arts.  It  is 
hoped  that  two  and  possibly  all  three  subject  matter  areas  will  be 
ready  for  publication  when  the  school  year  ends  in  June. 

As  the  result  of  staff  meetings  held  throughout  the  year,  changes 
have  been  made  in  the  junior  high  program  to  eliminate  study  periods. 
This  has  made  possible  the  inclusion  of  an  extra  period  of  language 
arts  at  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grade  levels  to  help  prepare  these 
pupils  for  high  school. 

A  separate  report  on  reading  has  been  rendered  by  the  reading 
supervisor,  and  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  school  department 
report. 

TRANSPORTATION 

This  past  year  saw  a  renegotiation  of  school  pupil  transportation 
contracts.  The  successful  bidder  was  John  Muzichuk,  holder  of  the 
previous  contract.  Transportation  contracts  are  limited  to  three  years 
and  with  the  awarding  of  the  contract  to  Mr.  Muzichuk  this  past 
Summer,  Middleton  pupils  began  school  in  the  Fall  of  this  past  year 
in  new  busses  both  at  the  high  school  and  elementary  levels. 

School  busses  continue  to  be  empolyed  for  athletic  events  for  the 
transportation  of  sports  teams  and  for  class  trips  to  various  points 
of  educational  interest  in  and  around  Boston.  Our  children  continue 
to  receive  compliments  on  their  behaviour  by  guides  and  attendants 
at  the  various  places  visited  and  this  can  be  interpreted  as  a  compli- 
ment to  the  community,  the  teaching  staff,  and  the  bus  drivers. 
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FINANCE 

In  these  days  of  rising  school  costs,  due  to  increasing  population 
and  basic  increase  in  price  for  all  school  supplies,  it  might  be  worth- 
while to  review  the  financial  burden  the  townspeople  have  assumed 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Middleton  School  System. 

The  budget  for  the  calendar  year  1956  totalled  $134,645.00. 
However,  the  Town  of  Middleton  received  $37,342.60  from  State  funds 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  This  brings  the  total  school  cost 
down  to  $97,302.40.  Of  the  total  amount  received  from  the  State 
$25,783.93  was  returned  to  the  Town  on  the  basis  of  a  State  formula 
which  computes  the  number  of  children  attending  school  and  makes 
an  allowance  for  each  child.  A  total  of  $9,890.00  was  received  for 
transportation  reimbursement.  This  amount  is  based  on  formula 
which  approximates  a  cost  to  the  town  of  $5.00  per  child  with  every- 
thing above  that  amount  assumed  by  the  State.  The  final  amount  of 
$1,666.67  is  reimbursement  by  the  State  for  employing  a  full-time 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  amount  is  for  only  half  a  school  year 
because  the  undersigned  has  only  been  Superintendent  since  January 
1,'  1956.  In  another  year,  the  reimbursement  will  be  for  $3,333.00. 

It  is  possible  to  estimate  State  reimbursement  funds  for  the  year 
1957  and  it  is  expected  that  these  estimates  will  total  more  than 
$45,000.00.  It  is  felt  wise  to  explain  to  the  townspeople  this  phase  of 
school  finance  as  these  funds  are  returned  directly  to  the  Town  by 
the  State.  They  are  not  used  by  the  School  Department  but  are 
employed  to  alleviate  the  tax  burden. 

In  addition,  the  vocational  education  budget  for  the  past  year 
was  $1,000.00.  State  reimbursement  funds  for  this  program  amounted 
to  $466.46  or  almost  50%  of  the  program. 

A  third  phase  of  school  activity  involving  funds  is  the  school 
lunch  program.  This  program  is  self-sustaining  in  Middleton,  that  is 
it  pays  its  own  way  through  State  reimbursements  and  pupil  payments 
for  lunches.  This  is  not  usually  the  case  in  many  towns  and  cities  in 
the  Commonwealth.  Funds  must  be  requested  from  the  communities 
in  many  cases  to  give  support  to  the  program.  Advantage  has  been 
taken  of  the  dietetic  services  offered  by  the  State  program  and 
several  consultations  have  been  held  during  the  past  year  with 
supervisors  connected  with  the  State  program. 

It  is  expected  that  school  costs  will  continue  to  rise.  Some  thought 
must  be  given  by  residents  who,  if  they  wish  a  modem  program  of 
education  to  continue,  must  consider  not  ways  for  School  Committees 
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to  curtail  educationally  sound  programs  but  ways  in  which  the 
resident  property  taxpayer  may  be  relieved  of  his  burden.  Ways  must 
be  found  to  increase  municipal  revenue  not  only  for  schools  but  for 
other  town  departments  as  well  which  must  grow  to  keep  pace  with 
an  increasing  population.  Organized  efforts  to  secure  funds  from 
State  or  Federal  sources  or  to  interest  the  location  of  industry  in 
this  community  would  go  a  long  way  towards  lightening  the  burden 
of  the  already  overtaxed  property  owner.  Several  items  of  legislation 
are  already  on  file  at  both  State  and  national  levels.  You  should 
make  it  your  business  to  be  familiar  with  these  proposals.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  these  bills  will  be  passed  to  help  communities  such  as  Middleton 
which  finds  itself  building  at  the  elementary  level  and  contemplating 
further  indebtedness  with  the  proposed  regional  high  school. 

My  appreciation  is  hereby  extended  to  the  entire  staff,  the  School 
Committee  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleton  for  their  support 
and  cooperation.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

Herein,  and  on  the  following  pages,  is  my  first  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Howe-Manning  School  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Middleton.  I  have  divided  the  report  into  major  sections  in  order 
to  cover  the  topics  more  comprehensively. 

FACULTY 

One  more  teacher  has  been  added  to  the  staff  this  year.  This  was 
necessitated  by  the  increase  in  enrollment  and  two  fifth  grade  class- 
rooms as  against  only  one  last  year. 

The  faculty  now  numbers  fifteen  classroom  teachers,  an  Art 
Supervisor,  Music  Supervisor,  Reading  Supervisor,  Penmanship  Super- 
visor and  Principal.  New  teachers  added  to  the  faculty  include:  Grade 
One,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Hausman;  Grade  Two,  Miss  Joanne  Belle  and  Miss 
Mary  Kelley;  Grade  Four,  Miss  Maureen  Collins;  Grade  Five,  Miss 
Rose  Durgin;  Grades  Six  and  Seven,  Miss  Ann  Hennessey;  Grade 
Seven,  Mr.  Art?iur  Mignault. 

The  sixth  grade  class  of  Mr.  Eugene  Winter  has  been  departmen- 
talized this  year  in  order  to  make  use  of  Mr.  Winter's  scientific,, 
background  in  teaching  grades  six,  seven  and  eight.  The  teaching 
assignments  for  departmentally  organizes  grades  six,  seven  and  eight 
are  as  follows:  Grade  Six,  Mr.  Eugene  Winter  —  Science,  Music  and 
Art;  Grade  Seven,  Mr.  Arthur  Mignault  —  Social  Studies,  Boys' 
Physical  Education  and  Penmanship;  Grades  Eight,  Miss  Shirley 
Foley  —  Language  Arts,  Girls'  Physical  Education  and  Penmanship; 
Mrs.  Lillian  Taylor  —  Mathematics  and  Guidance. 

CURRICULUM 

The  curriculum  workshop  study  procedure  has  been  carried  on 
again  this  year.  One  afternoon  a  month,  the  second  Wednesday,  the 
school  children  are  dismissed  at  noon  so  the  staff  may  have  the  rest 
of  the  afternoon  for  study  and  conferences.  This  program  has  received 
wide  attention  with  several  of  our  neighboring  communities  pattern- 
ing their  study  after  this  workshop. 

This  year  has  seen  even  greater  use  of  audio-visual  aids  as  a 
classroom  technique.  Some  of  this  is  the  result  of  the  availability  of 
an  even  greater  number  of  films  at  a  greatly  reduced  cost  through 
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the  Massachusetts  Film  Cooperative  of  the  State  DGpartment  of 
Education.  Further  progress  is  made  possible  by  the  use  of  student 
projectionists  who  are  able  to  learn  much  about  film,  filmstrips, 
magnetic  tape  and  public  address  systems  while  at  the  sam^e  time 
offering  a  service  to  teachers  and  the  other  children  of  the  school. 

More  books  have  been  added  to  the  Library  and  Miss  Ashley  and 
her  student  assistants,  v/no  are  members  of  the  Future  Teachers  of 
America  Club  interested  in  learning  this  phase  of  a  teacher's  life, 
are  doing  a  veiy  fine  job  of  distributing  these  books  at  the  close  of 
the  school  day.  This  is  especially  remarkable  since  it  has  been 
necessary  to  take  over  the  library  room  for  administrative  purposes 
and  the  distribution  of  books  must  be  handled  quickly  and  efficiently. 

In  the  field  of  Guidance  an  innovation  has  been  the  addition  of 
textbooks  emphasizing  proper  character  traits  which  are  known  as 
the  Modern  McGuffey  readers  and  have  been  placed  in  grades  four, 
five  and  six  in  order  to  extend  downward  our  formal  Guidance  classes 
into  these  grades.  Howe-Manning  School  was  one  of  the  very  first 
schools  in  the  State  to  put  this  brand  new  series  into  the  classroom. 

A  subscription  has  been  entered  into  a  brand  new  club  called  the 
"Guidance  Filmstrip  of  the  Month  Club"  to  aid  in  the  already  existing 
group  guidance  classes  presently  being  conducted  in  grades  seven  and 
eight.  We  also  have  extended  our  Comprehensive  Guidance  Service 
received  from  Science  Research  Associates  in  order  to  include  more 
occupational  information  as  well  as  research  work  in  our  formal 
Guidance  classes  and  a  file  has  been  set  up  in  the  Principal's  Office 
in  order  to  make  this  information  readily  available  to  all  students. 

Since  the  time  was  made  available  in  September  there  have  been 
over  one  hundred  initial  and  follow-up  interviews  held  on  personal, 
educational  and  vocational  subjects  up  to  the  date  of  this  report. 
Because  of  limited  quarters  it  has  been  necessary  to  hold  these  inter- 
views in  all  parts  of  the  building  but  with  the  completion  of  the 
six-room  addition  it  is  expected  that  this  situation  will  be  alleviated. 

In  addition  to  the  existing  testing  programs  two  new  instruments 
for  this  purpose  have  been  added  this  year,  a  Problem  Inventory  and 
an  Interest  Inventory.  These  measures  help  the  teacher  to  understand 
those  things  which  the  pupil  is  greatly  interested  in  but  which  often- 
times are  not  made  obvious  to  a  teacher  in  the  classroom.  For 
example,  a  discovered  interest  in  music  can  stir  a  child  who  has  been 
previously  disinterested  in  reading,  to  strive  to  leam  in  order  to  read 
a  biography  of  some  composer. 
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EXTRA-CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

The  Middleton  Teachers'  Association,  composed  of  the  faculty  of 
the  Eowe-Manning  School,  prepared  and  staged  an  "Open  House"  for 
the  fourth  year  in  a  row  in  observ^ance  of  National  Education  Week 
this  past  November,  In  addition,  the  Teachers*  Association,  in  an 
effort  to  bring  the  schools  closer  to  the  community,  wrapped  and 
packaged  gifts  for  needy  children  at  Christmas  time.  Approximately 
G5  children,  representing  some  20  families,  received  presents  of 
clothing  and  toys  for  Christmas  as  a  result  of  this  work.  Money  for 
this  work  was  received  from  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  the 
American  Legion,  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Grange  and  from  several 
interested  anonymous  parties. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Danvers  YMCA  Saturday  morning 
physical  education  classes  have  been  held  this  past  year  for  boys  in 
Grades  Three  through  Eight.  Mr.  Arthur  Mignault  of  the  school 
faculty  has  been  in  charge.  High  School  classes  have  also  been  held 
on  Monday  evenings  under  the  same  auspices. 

,Our  basketball  teams  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Shirley  Foley 
and  Mr.  Arthur  Mignault  have  accredited  themselves  well  and  have 
had  the  enjoyment  of  a  goodly  number  of  games  in  nearby  cities  and 
to^\^ls  wherein  they  have  learned  the  lessons  of  sportsmanship  which 
this  media  can  present  as  can  no  other. 

Tills  year  has  seen  the  formation  of  the  Fannie  C.  Hinkley  FHiture 
Teachers  of  America  Club  named  after  a  teacher  who  has  been  of 
serv'ice  to  the  children  of  this  Town  for  42  years.  The  Club  is  the 
first  on  the  North  Shore  and  has  for  its  object  the  encouragement  and 
instruction  of  those  students  who  feel  that  they  are  in  any  way 
interested  in  teaching. 

The  band,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Eugene  Winter  of  our 
teaching  staff,  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  the  Memorial  Day 
Parade  this  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  practice  will  continue. 
It  also  appeared  in  a  veterans  exercise  in  the  Fall  of  the  year.  Each 
time  the  band  has  been  warmly  received. 

MAINTENANCE 

During  the  Summer,  in  continuation  of  the  long  range  program, 
tile  was  laid  in  three  of  the  old  classrooms  on  the  first  floor^  as  well 
as  in  the  clinic,  in  the  hall  leading  to  the  clinic  and  in  the  teachers' 
room.  Also  during  the  Sum^mer  some  of  the  boiler  piping  was 
replaced  when  it  w^as  discovered  to  be  worn  and  more  than  100  desks 
were  sanded  and  refinished.

Shelving  has  been  built  by  Mr.  Hayward  for  use  in  the  janitor's 
room  for  the  storage  of  supplies. 

The  outside  wall  of  the  gymnasium  has  been  waterproofed  in 
order  to  keep  the  rain  from  seeping  into  that  portion  of  the  building. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

Twelve  more  small  size  chairs  have  been  bought  for  use  around 
reading  tables  and  six  Universal  desks  were  bought  in  order  to 
partially  offset  our  increasing  enrollment. 

In  continuation  of  the  long  range  policy,  50  new  auditorium 
chairs  were  purchased  to  replace  the  older  type  wooden  chairs  which, 
through  constant  use  and  through  packing  and  storing  each  time  they 
are  used,  have  been  broken. 

CONCLUSION 

In  accordance  with  the  school's  philosophy  we  are  happy  to  note 
that  the  school  facilities  continue  to  be  used  for  Town  Meetings  and 
Special  Town  Meetings  as  well  as  by  the  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts, 
Brownies,  YMCA,  Grange  and  various  church  organizations.  It  is 
most  earnestly  hoped  that  these  people  will  continue  to  make  use  of 
the  facilities  which  their  taxes  support  and  that  others  interested 
will  make  inquiry  as  to  the  rules  and  regulations. 

We  at  Howe-Manning  School  realize  the  tremendous  important 
and  immeasurably  valuable  personage  each  and  every  child  entrusted 
to  our  care  is  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  we  try  to  find  means  of 
improving  ourselves  through  study  and  learning  more  about  the  child 
through  tests  and  observation.  For  through  these  avenues  we  are 
enabled  to  do  our  task  the  more  perfectly  and  bring  the  children 
nearer  to  vocational  fitness,  regard  for  one  another,  worthy  use  of 
leisure  time  and  a  love  of  God  and  country. 

My  thanks  and  appreciation  are  extended  to  the  entire  staff,  the 
School  Committee,  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleton  for  their 
support  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HANDWRITING 
SUPEVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  handw^riting 
program  in  the  Middleton  School  for  the  school  year  1955-56. 

96%  of  the  papers  scored  w^ere  Excellent  or  Good.  It  is  reasonable 
to  conclude,  therefore,  that  96%  of  the  papers  were  eminently 
satisfactory.  Only  4%  of  the  papers  were  rated  Fair  or  Unsatis- 
factory. 

During  the  past  school  year  we  graded  and  diagnosed  approxi- 
mately 10,000  samples  of  handwriting.  A  formal  test  was  administered 
at  four  teaching-w^eek  intervals  and  a  report  was  furnished  each 
teacher  in  writing  giving  a  careful  diagnosis  of  the  handwriting  of 
each  pupil  in  the  room. 

We  supplied  the  following  instmctional  and  motivational  materials 
to  your  pupils  and  teachers:  teacher  outlines  and  folders,  pupil  folders, 
motivation  graphs,  individual  certificates  to  pupils  who  qualified, 
diagnostic  charts,  handedness  tests,  envelopes,  seals,  etc. 

Our  primary  objective  is  to  teach  your  students  to  read  and 
write  both  cursive  handwriting  and  hand  lettering  in  order  that  they 
may  have  these  two  tools  as  efficient  aids  in  school,  business,  and 
social  correspondence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DENTAL  CLINIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

During  the  past  year,  more  children  received  treatment  in  the 
Dental  Clinic  than  in  any  previous  year  since  the  Clinic  was  started. 
A  total  of  104  patients  were  treated  and  of  this  number  73  have  had 
all  dental  defects  cared  for  while  the  others  are  still  under  treatment. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  number  of  patients  coming  to  the 
School  Clinic,  there  is  also  evidence  that  many  others  are  receiving 
treatment  by  the  family  dentist.  This  is  partly  due  to  the  dental 
examination  which  is  given  to  the  entire  student  body  at  least  once 
a  year.  The  parents  are  then  notified  of  the  condition  of  their  children's 
teeth  and  they  are  advised  to  go  to  their  family  dentist  or  to  have 
the  work  done  in  the  School  Clinic. 

In  the  most  recent  examination  which  was  conducted  in 
September,  it  was  very  interesting  to  see  a  definite  improvement  in 
the  condition  of  the  teeth  of  the  children  coming  into  the  first  grade. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  fluoridation  of  the  water  has  been  in  effect 
for  some  time,  I  believe  that  this  has  been  a  major  factor  in  the 
improvement  which  has  been  observed.  Most  of  those  whose  teeth  were 
in  poor  condition  are  obtaining  their  water  from  wells  and  are  there- 
fore not  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  fluoridated  public  water  supply. 

The  Clinic  is  in  operation  every  Wednesday  and  Friday  morning 
with  the  School  Nurse  assisting  one  morning  a  week.  Parents  are 
invited  to  come  to  the  Clinic  to  discuss  the  dental  needs  of  their 
children.  The  children  themselves  have,  in  general,  been  very  coopera- 
tive and  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  be'  of  some  assistance  to  them.

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REPORT  OF  READING  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

Reading  capacity  and  achievement  tests  have  now  been  admin- 
istered to  all  the  pupils  in  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  grades  and  to; 
some  in  the  sixth  grade.  In  addition,  a  more  advanced  reading  test 
was  administered  to  one  seventh  and  the  two  eighth  grades  by  their 
language  arts  teacher.  The  results  indicate  a  range  of  differences  in' 
achievement  of  four  grades  in  most  classes;  five  in  some.  (This 
situation  is  not,  of  course,  peculiar  to  Middleton.) 

The  children  of  these  grades  and  others  have  been  grouped, 
therefore,  according  to  their  achievement  and  needs.  In  this  way  the 
program  of  instruction  for  each  group  provides  encouragement  to 
those  who  read  below  their  grade  level,  since  it  gives  an  opportunity 
to  every  child  to  succeed  in  his  daily  reading  lesson.  The  occasional 
child  who  does  not  fit  into  any  group  is  given  special  materials  to 
meet  his  needs  and  individual  attention  by  his  teacher. 

Extensive  use  of  the  co-basal  reading  series  that  was  first 
introduced  two  years  ago  and  added  to  last  year  has  helped  in  the 
inauguration  of  several  small-group  reading  classes  at  the  junior  high 
school  level.  Also,  the  purchase  of  the  new  edition  of  the  basal  series 
for  the  intermediate  grades,  which  is  now  printed  in  two  levels  for 
each  grade  to  continue  the  format  of  the  primary  grades,  is  making 
it  easier  for  the  teachers  to  operate  this  ideal  situation  with  the  older 
elementary  children. 

A  complete  set  of  phonics  workbooks  has  been  provided  for 
grades  one  through  six  this  year.  These  books  supplant  and  intensify 
the  teaching  done  by  the  readers  for  the  recognition  and  analysis  of 
words.  Systematic  study  of  this  type  over  a  period  of  years  should 
give  more  pupils  greater  independence  in  reading  any  material. 

Instruction  is  provided  for  approximately  fifty  third,  fourth  and 
fifth  grade  pupils  with  deep-rooted  difficulties  in  a  remedial  reading 
program.  Three  small  groups  of  Junior  High  School  pupils  take  their 
reading  lessons  in  a  clinic  situation  each  week,  also,  so  that  they  may 
be  given  more  attention  than  is  possible  in  a  classroom. 

Some  of  the  pupils  who  received  extra  help  in  reading  last  year 
have  been  returned  to  their  own  classes  for  all  their  reading  lessons. 
Others,  from  the  middle  and  upper  grades  who  scored  low  in  their

respective  reading  tests  this  Fall  have  been  added  to  the  remedial 
groups. 

After  consulting  with  eighteen  parents  last  Spring,  their  children 
were  given  graded  materials  for  vacation  reading.  It  was  hoped  that 
a  little  practice  in  reading  during  the  summer  months  would  be  an 
aid  to  these  pupils  in  keeping  the  skills  they  had  gained  over  the  : 
school  year.  About  half  the  group  read  little,  or  nothing,  from  these^ 
books.  Of  those  who  reported  that  they  had  read  most  of  the  books 
they  had  taken  home,  three  made  definite  improvements  and  four 
more  maintained  their  reading  levels  of  last  June. 

In  December  Miss  Ruth  Tyler  began  holding  a  Story  Hour  at 
the  Flint  Public  Library  for  the  pupils  of  our  primary  grades.  One 
of  these  six  classes  will  go  to  the  Library  each  Tuesday,  to  hear 
stories  that  should  help  to  give  many  of  the  children  information 
about  places,  people  and  situations  that  they  do  not  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  gain  through  actual  experiences.  It  is  hoped,  moreover,  that 
these  children  will  want  to  read  some  of  the  great  variety  of  books 
in  their  Library  and,  eventually,  learn  to  make  use  of  its  other 
resources.  In  any  event,  we  are  most  grateful  to  Miss  Tyler  for  her 
most  generous  cooperation  in  this  project. 

It  is  only  through  the  systematic  teaching  of  reading  at  the 
child's  own  level  and  his  continued  practice  of  the  skills  he  has 
learned  that  he  can  become  as  proficient  in  this  subject  as  his  ability 
will  allow.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

I  submit,  with  pleasure,  this  report  of  the  music  program  in  the 
public  school  of  Middleton. 

In  the  lower  grades  we  teach  many  rote  songs,  stressing  sweet 
tones  and  clear  diction.  Some  children  require  extra  attention  in  these 
lower  grades  to  learn  to  sing  in  tune.  After  the  children  have 
mastered  many  rote  songs,  note  reading  is  introduced,  usually  towards 
the  end  of  the  first  grade.  In  the  fourth  grade  we  begin  to  learn 
rounds,  as  a  start  towards  part  singing.  Some  fourth  grades  are  able 
to  sing  two-part  songs  by  the  end  of  their  school  year.  Three-part 
singing  is  started  in  grade  six  and  four-part  singing  in  grade  eight. 

Music  appreciation  is  taught  in  the  classrooms.  The  children  also 
participate  in  rhythmic  work  and  dramatization  of  songs. 

The  instrumental  program  continues  to  progress,  with  many 
more  students  taking  advantage  of  the  lessons  taught  at  the  school. 

Mr.  Eugene  Winter  of  the  faculty  teaches  woodwinds,  brasses, 
and  drum  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Barnes  of  Salem  teaches  the  violin. 

The  orchestra  meets  every  Wednesday  to  practice  various  selected, 
pieces.  There  are  also  extra  band  rehearsals  held  by  Mr.  Winter  for 
special  appearances.  The  orchestra,  played  several  pieces  before  the 
eighth  grade  graduation  last  year,  and  also  played  the  eighth  grade 
processional  music. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  in  the  school  system  for^ 
their  fine  cooperation  and  friendliness.

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REPORT  OF  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

The  art  program  at  the  Howe-Manning  School  is  planned  in  the 
light  of  numerous  related  aims.  These  aims  include  the  development 
of  an  esthetic  sense,  the  development  of  manual  skills,  the  opportunity 
for  healthy  emotional  expressions,  cooperative  work  in  group  projects, 
an  acquaintance  with  a  wide  variety  of  media  for  the  development 
of  a  broad  approach  to  art,  and  the  development  of  fundamental 
drawing  skills. 

Related  to  an  esthetic  sense  is  an  appreciation  and  understanding 
of  color.  Color  is  taught  in  relation  to  its  warm  and  cool  harmonies. 
This  fundamental  analysis  is  sufficient  to  serve  as  a  guide,  yet  leaves 
much  range  for  personal  choice.  The  rythmic  effects  obtainable  by 
potato  printing  and  stencil  type  work,  serve  also  to  develop  an 
esthetic  sense  even  at  the  earliest  grade  levels.  Design  is  taught  in 
an  abstract  way  as  this  make's  the  principles  easier  to  grasp. 

The  development  of  manual  skills  is  fostered  by  papier-mache 
projects,  three-dimensional  construction  paper  projects  and  clay 
projects.  Paper  drinking  straws,  sawdust,  and  plaster  of  paris  are 
some  of  the  materials  that  have  been  used  in  various  ways.  The  uses 
of  such  materials  plays  the  dual  role  of  developing  manual  skills, 
and  also  giving  insight  into  the  fact  that  art  is  not  limited  to  crayon 
and  paint  activities  . 

Group  projects  are  arranged  wherein  three  or  four  children  work 
on  one  large  papier-mache  project.  Groups  have  also  worked  on  large 
murals.  In  cooperation  with  the  Student  Council  it  has  been  planned 
to  have  the  cafeteria  decorated  at  periodic  intervals  with  work  done 
by  the  students  working  cooperatively. 

Drawing  as  such  is  not  overlooked,  and  occasional  work  is  done 
in  pencil.  In  the  upper  grades  drawing  is  taught  from  the  geometric 
point  of  view. 

Posters  of  a  socially  worthy  nature  continue  to  be  done,  and  art 
projects  are  as  often  ag  possible  correlated  with  school  studies.
